Are Your Garments Spotless? 


Keep yourselves in the love of God, looking for the mercy of our LordJesus Christ unto eternal life. 
And of some have compassion, making a difference: And others save with fear, pulling them out of 
the fire; hating even the garment spotted by the flesh. 
Jude 1:21-23 (KJV)0 

The garment is used throughout scripture as a symbol of our salvation. One of the saddest things to behold is the 
Christian who thinks he wears Teflon garments, that he has no responsibility to maintain his salvation. It is a lie straight 
from Hell! They will sometimes argue that to try to maintain our salvation is akin to trying to earn salvation by works. 
What nonsense! 

For we have not an high priest which cannot be touched with the feeling of our infirmities; but was in 
all points tempted like as we are, yet without sin. Let us therefore come boldly unto the throne of grace, that we may obtain 
mercy, and find grace to help in time of need. 
Hebrews 4:15-16 (KJV) O 

We maintain our garments not by our own works, but by Christ's total work on the cross. If turning from and confessing our sins are works of the flesh, 
then our very salvation experience was tainted. One who walks with Christ recognizes their constant need for forgiveness and relies daily on that precious 
mercy. It is a walk of humility, not pride. 

Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, and keepeth his garments, lest he walk naked, and they see his 
shame. 

Revelation 16:15 (KJV) O 

To watch and keep our garments here is to guard, protect and maintain them, to make sure they don't get dirty or taken away. Why must we watch and 
keep our garments? Because they can be stripped away from us if we don't!

The scripture couldn't be more plain, if you want to walk with Christ you must not defile your g£ 

salvation by depending not on our own works, but on Christ's completed work on the cross. We uo mis Dy coming Doiury Deiore me inrone or grace as 
often as we sin to obtain mercy. 

But I see another law in my members, warring against the law of my mind, and bringing me into captivity to the law of sin 
which is in my members. O wretched man that I am! who shall deliver me from the body of this death? I thank God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. So then with the mind I myself serve the law of God; but with the flesh the law of sin. 
Romans 7:23-25 (KJV) : 1 

Yes, we can wear spotless garments, but just as these earthly garments we wear we must keep them clean. Only the work of Christ on the cross can wash 
the sin from defiled garments. As long as we live in these fleshly bodies we are subject to sin, once we get to Heaven we will no more need to worry about 
our garments. 

If we are faithful to maintain our garments He promises that we will walk with Him in white. God understands that we stumble on occasion and sin, but it is 
our job to sin as rarely as possible. Our salvation is secure as long as we do the best we can to maintain our garments and walk with Him. We cannot 
allow ourselves to fall into habitual sin, only God knows how much we can defile our garments before we are stripped as naked as the Laodicean Church 
(Revelation 3:17 KJV O).
